A similar but larger miniature occurs in 
the border surrounding the Canon, on a tablet in which is an 
inscription, nearly obliterated, bearing the name of a member of 
the Marescotti family, possibly Galeazzo Marescotti, who was 
knighted by Pope Julius II at the solemn mass on November 26, 
1506, in St. Petronius Cathedral, after his triumphal entry into 
Bologna.
